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L Introduction to Law-Related Education 



In a small town in Michigan, a teacher intniduces the local police chief 
to her fourth-grade class one afiemixm and a^ks him to lead a discu^^un 
abiiut law enforcement in the community. In Colorado, high school stu- 
dents register for eleciive a>ur$es in civil law and criminal law. In a large 
school district in California, students are preparing for a mock^-trial com- 
petition involving high schcx^s fmm across the state, competing for a 
chance to go to the national championship finals. In South Carolina, ninth- 
grade students are actively involved in the lei^n "No Vehicles in the Park'' 
as a part of their civics wurse. In Pennsylvaniar junior high students are 
role-playing a conflict situation between parents and teens, using a type 
of dispute resolution called mediation. What is aimmon to the various 
activities described abKwe? They are all asptnis of law-related education 

What Is Law-Related Education? 

In 1978, major leaders in law-related education dtn^:1ibed their field 
for a federal government n?pi>rt. They defined LRE as "tho5^ organized 
learning experiences that prtwide students and educators with opfwrtu- 
nities to develop the kru^wledge and understanding, skills, attitudes, and 
appreciations necessary to a*spond effectively to the law and legal issues 
in our wmplex and changing Sixnety/'' 

Isadore Starr, known as the "father of LRE" bi^ause of his long-time 
advocacy of law-related studies in schools, has characterized LRE as an 
important means of studying "confnmtations c)f value amflicts, the nature 
of decision- making, and the quest for a hierarchy of values in our scxiety /'^ 

Paul Freund has asserti^J that in addition to teaching legal content, 
LRE should emphasize "an ability to reason diak^ctically, aipe with un- 
OTtainty, appreciate the ethical dimensions of problems, and weigh the 
consequena?s of diverse actions."^ 

As indicated by the preening statements, education for citizenship in 
our constitutional democracy, not specializcHi legal education, is t'ne over- 
riding goal of LRE in elementary and secondary schiH>ls. According to Steve 
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Jenkins and Susan Spiegel, the authors of Exai in Ciiicfi, ''studying civics 
without ei^amining the int^rai rtile of law is like studying bk>k^ without 
examining the fundamental unit of life, the cell Lbw is the {structure that 
defines government ^nd how it works/'** 

One hallmark of many IRE prc^ms is their "non-tradilitmar' ap- 
proadi to learning. LRE materialH typically emphasise ttwit many prc^iems 
have no clear-cut answers. Thus, LRE encourages students to deal with 
controversial issues that stimulate discussion, exploration, and nrflectwn. 
This kind of focus emphasizes critical thinking and active |:^rtidpation by 
students. Knowledge and skills are enhanced by the widespread use in 
LRE programs of resource persons fmm the outside community, who can, 
through sharing their Ufe exf^rienct^ in the law, demonstrate realistically 
that k^al issues atv difficult to ntnidve. TTiey can also provide pc^tive role 
models for students. 

LRE programs have traditionally fiKus^l on such topics as the Bill of 
Rights, law and order in a free society, slulls for citizenship in a consti- 
tutional democracy, and practical knowledge of bws and legal institutions. 
While these content areas are still imjwrtant, an?as of more recent interest 
in LRE include the Bicentenn^I of the U.S. Constitutmn, mediation and 
other forms of dispute resolution, drug-focused education, at-risk students, 
and newly-arrived immigrants. 

Law-Related Education in the Curricuium 

During the past decade, LRE has l>een implementi^, in ^me form, 
in schiH>ls in alminit every one of the United States. Today LRE is ccnnmonly 
thought of as part of the social studies curriculum. A nation wiik survey 
conducted in 1^ revealed that since 19^ LRE has been added to the 
curriculum in more than half of the forty-six states participating in the 
study, and has risen fa>m a ranking of eleventh to fourth as a priority in 
social studies education."^ 

Three main approaches have been used to integrate LRE into estab- 
li.shed curricula: (1) infusion into standard courses, (2) introduction of sep- 
arate aiurses or units, and (3) use of special events. 

The infusion niethtxi incorpi)rates LRE concepts and strategies into 
standard social studies courses, such as government, history, civics, eco- 
nomics, and political science, and is favored as a way of ensuring that ail 
students are exposed to some education about law and citizenship. This 
approach, however, is problematic to the extent that the gc^ls of USE may 
not be amsistent with those of the course into which LRE is infused. Some 
teachen» may resist the infusion of LRE a>ntent because the curriculum is 
perceived to be overiy crowds. 

The second major method for implementing LRE is to introduce a 
separate amrse or instructional unit that treats topics such as criminal law. 
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juvenile law, amsumcr and pnicUcal kiw, family law, and the judicial 
system, or to concentrate on basic amcepts, such as juHtia% authority, and 
responsibility. LRE courses are usually conducted durin]^ one wmester. 
Separate units of instruction are often added to seamdary schiKil ci\ics 
and ]2^vemment a>urses. 1 hey an* also amimonly included in the curricula 
of elementary schiKils. 

The third appniach to implementing I.RH in schm)ls is to use it as the 
basis for a spedal event, such as a "l^w tXiy" pn^gram, a nuKrk trial, or 
a miHit court wmpetititm. The National Compi»tition on the Bicentennial 
of the U.S. Constitution is a "special event" that has pwmoted interest in 
LRE generally. A mtKk amga^^sional hearing held %is the culminating ac- 
tivity for the National Bicentennial Competition on the U.S. Constitution 
and Bill of Rights is also an example of this appa^ch. 

All tha*e appniache*— infusion, separate aiursi^s or units of instruc- 
tion, and use of S|H*cial events^ — can be found in both elementary and 
sea>ndary schwis. In elenn^ntary schcnils, however, LRE materials often 
are used thwughout the schiH>l day with emphasis on classrcHim manage- 
ment activities, such as rulemaking and mcniiation of omflicts. 

Characteristics of Excellent LRE Programs 

Several characteristics commonly have bi^i'n asMxiated with effective 
LRE programs:^^ 

• K)itensive interaction among students. 

• Realistic cuntenl that includes Kilanced treatment of casi« studies 
and issues. 

• Use of outside resource persons in the classnmm. 

• Stnmg support ^mm sihiH)! administrators. 

• Systematic staff development and profe?»sional pei^r support. 

• Continui^us and systematic m*atment of content. 

Extensive Interaction Among Students. Outstanding LKF programs 
encourage active student participation in the learning priH:i>ss through 
methinis and materials that involve students in discussion, analysis, and 
debate. Teaching strategies such as small gniup work, simulations, mle- 
playing aciivities, and mock trials that fi>ster interactive and cm^perative 
learning are integral to developing dvic fKirtiripation skills, cognitive skills, 
and positive attitudes about law and legal institutions. 

Realistic Content that Includes Balanced Treatments of Case Studies 
and Issues. Realistic and fair ta^atment of cases and issues is an essential 
a^mponent of efft^^tive law-a'lated education. 5i> is critical thinking about 
all sides of controversies. If our legal system is presented as flawless cir 
infallible, students will doubt the credibility of the teacher and the prac- 
ticality of the content. By amtrast, if only cases in which the system has 
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tailed are presented, $»tudents wtli be lens iikely to view the law as a {xisiiitive 
tool for maintaining inxia! order and justice. A balance nhouid be sought 
between respect for the law and ainstructive criticism about its applkation 
in specific cases* 

Use of Outside RaM>urc$ Perrons in the Cla^room. The use of n?* 
source persons in the aimmunity is a veiy important part of sucessful LRE 
programs. However, teachers must plan carefully h> amnect a^ntributions 
of the reM>urce persons to the cuiriculum. Appropriate use of resource 
persons in the classrtwm (e.g., lawyers, judges, pt)lice officers, legislators, 
etc.) is stnmgly assiKiated with increas^*d student intert^t in LRE, positive 
resptmsi*s to teachers and the jwrhtH^l, and shifts from deliquent to non- 
deliquent peer asscxnations. Of course, these adult wle minlels should 
exhibit behaviors sought in students and be piepar^ in advance to make 
contributions to the course that are amsistent with the objectives of LRE. 

Strong Support from SchcK»l Administrators. A key to effective LRE 
programs in schwls ts stnmg support fn>m administrators, especially the 
principal. It is very difficult or impi^ssible to establish a worthwhile LRE 
pnigram if important schoi>l administrah>rs are opposi»d to it. Support from 
soaal studies curriculum ccK>rdinators is particularly important to the adop- 
tion and survival of IJRE lx*cause of their effi>rts in obtaining resounres for 
LEE training and ena)uraging involvement of teachers. Gaining suppiirt 
of other major stakeholders (such as students, community members, mem- 
l?ers of the legal/judidal ci^mmunity, and justia* system |H?rsi>nnel) is also 
needed for successful implementation of LRE programs. 

Systematic Staff Development and Professional Peer Support. The 
effectiveness of LRE depends uptm the knowledge and skill of teachers. 
Several LRE professionals strt*ss the value of inservice training to prepan* 
and encourage teachers to use LRE. Initial training is critical to the success 
of a liKal LRE program, and kmg-term follow-up training is also necessary 
to provide teachers with recent resources ^t\d opportunities to share ideas 
with ccdleagues. Successful staff development pntgrams pmvide several 
benefits to teachers: 

• An understanding of and commitment to the rationale, gi>als, and 
objtTtives of LRE. 

• E\pt>rienc4*s tn wwktng with high-quality li^si)ns Si> that they un- 
derstand how and why they work. 

• Practice in evaluating and modifying materials to gain skill in se- 
lecting and adapting content and methods to fit IcKal education 
ob|ectives. 

• Practice in teaching strategies associated with successful LRF p^^- 
grams. 

• C)ppi>rtunitJt*s for cimstructive feedbtick abtml jn^rformances in 
teacher training sessions. 

• Peer suppt^rt through joint planning of lessons and programs. 
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PMitive attitudes about LRE expressed by teachers are critical to pro- 
gram succ^, and support from peers contributes strongly to a favorable 
dimate of opinion. Teacher mvolvement in the development of ?JRE pro- 
grams is abo preferable, if not critical, to a prc^rair 's success. 

Ccmtinumis and Systmiatk Tveataimt of Content Single exposure or 
timited contact with LRE is inadequate for achievement of important out- 
comes. Substantial and systematic exposure to con ent is necessaiy to de- 
velopment of die use of knowledge, skills, and attitudes in law-related 
education. Tliere should be a seiid one-semester LRE cour^ and/or careful 
ijttegiBtion of LRE content into cfandard subjects of the sodal studies, sucli 
as history, govemnoent, and ea>nomics. Teaching and learning should be 
a^odated with clear objectiws, systematic presentation of a>ntent in terms 
of desired outcomes, amtinuous opfX)rtunities for application of knou 1- 
edge and skills in tenns of (Adjectives, and r^ular evaluation of learning 
with feedback to students.

Users of 
this guide are urged to make use erf ERIC to locate important LRE resources. 

There are annotated lists of highn^uality curriculum materials in var- 
ious formats: books, computer software, simulation packages, video pro- 
grams, and films, Tliere also are lists of books that provide bacl^round 
knowledge for teachers about law-related education.
